‘ selling season and our struggle to get the ship of com- 
merce back on an even keel, a good many of us have passed | 
over the brief announcements which have appeared in the) 
public press of the assembling of the third annual Mexican 
Road Congress in Mexico City. More than a hundred dele- 
gates of American companies, engaged in building road 
construction machinery or in supplying materials, are in| 
attendance at the congress. 

Not many people in this country realize how earnestly 
Mexico has turned to road building in the past few years. 
Fewer still have stopped to analyze the situation in our 
sister republic to the south of us and to realize the effect on 
that nation of a really comprehensive system of good roads. 

Mexico is potentially one of the richest countries in the 
world. Its deposits of minerals, of petroleum and other raw | 
materials are inexhaustible. As a field for agricultural de-| 
velopment the country is almost virgin, with a fertility and 
climate that promise enormous returns. Development has 
been retarded by political unrest and lack of adequate com- | 
munications. These may seem to be unrelated subjects, but 
they are not. Lack of transportation has kept the country | 
poor and the people dissatisfied. They have been fruitful 
ground for suggestions of revolution, on the principle that | 
revolt cannot produce anything worse and might conceivably | 
better conditions. 

With adequate highways linking up with the railways, 
conditions in Mexico are going to change rapidly. Producers 
of all kinds will be brought nearer their markets; will get | 
better prices with lower rates for transportation. This will 
tend to obviate political unrest. The Mexican people as a| 
whole will begin to resent suggestions of change that may | 
interfere with a growing prosperity. 

As the Mexican highway system grows, our friends | 
down there are going to demand more and more motor ve-| 
hicles to develop the prosperity that improved transportation | 
breeds.

Newspapers throughout the country 
are taking stern measures to curb | 
the vicious practices of bootleg 
automobile dealers who seek busi- 
ness through the medium of mis- 
leading and often untruthful ad- 
vertising. ™ 

Activities of the so-called “gyp 
new car dealers have become an 
increasing~ threat to authorized 
dealers. Of that there is no ques- 
tion, for it is plainly demonstrated 
in the flood of complaints registered 
with newspapers and automobile 
manufacturers in every section of 
the United States. 

In Los Angeles, Cal., where the | 
situation became well-nigh intol- | 
erable, the leading newspaper own- | 
ers have taken corrective action 





of the country. 
The weapon employed is a severe 
code of ethics adopted by the clas- 


Los Angeles newspapers. It strikes 
a quick and effective blow at mis- | 
leading statements. The code pro- | 
vides: 

1. The use of the word “new” in| 
any form pertaining to the auto-| 
mobile itself that is advertised to} 
be entirely eliminated. No new car 
to be advertised as a new car under 
any circumstances or such phrases 
as “direct from factory,” “very latest 
model,” “just received from factory.” | 
“never registered,” to be used. 

2. Where a 1930 or other current 
model car is advertised, the price | 
may appear in the advertisement. | 
together with the down payment; | 
however, no statement to be made | 
as to the possible saving or discount | 
over the new car price by inference | 
or otherwise. 

3. No advertisement on 1930 or 
other current mo@els to be so 
worded that it would imply that a 
new car is being sold. | 

4. No advertisement by either a 
new or a used car dealer that offers 
a factory or new car guarantee. 
However, there is nothing to prevent 
the advertiser from stating and de- 


| fining his own guarantee and terms 


thereof. 

5. Entirely eliminate all adver- 
tisement wherein there is an offer 
of an equity in an undelivered car 
made, unless the facts are verified 
by the dealer who is handling the 
contract and the deposit.

Los Angeles newspapers refused to | 
accept display advertising from 


bootleg dealers, but permitted -them | 


to use the classified columns. Some

After a year of investigation the 
National Association of Newspaper 
Classified Advertising Managers 
has entered the war against “gyp” 
dealers.

New 
York newspapers have indorsed 
these, it is reported, and direetors 
of the national association are ex- 
per to do likewise at the Na- 
onal. 


1. The advertiser must have ob- 
tained the automobiles offered for 
sale in a legitimate manner. 

2. The advertiser will be required 
to be in actual possession of the 
automobiles offered for sale and 
they must be available for inspec- 
tion by persons responding to the 
announcement. 

3. Advertising copy must state 
makes of the cars, numbers of each 
offered for sale, years of manufac- 
ture, prices or percentages of dis- 
count. 

4. Advertising will not be accept- 
able from any automobile dealer 
operating from an office, desk room 
or private residence, whether or not 
he is actually in possession of the 
cars offered for sale. 

Adoption of these rules will mean 
that they will be effective in 346 
of the country’s most important 
newspapers, covering the larger 
cities where the “gyp” dealers 
flourish.

DRESSES ’EM UP 


Uses Different Colors 
For Various Lines 
For Contrast

HEN the Wiggins Com- 





pany, Inc., of Portland, 
Ore., moved to new headquar- 
ters ten years ago and became 
a strictly wholesale automo- 
tive organization the officials 
were told that they would no 
longer need display windows 
—that wholesalers had no use 
for them. 


But Mr. Wiggins, figuratively 
speaking, came from Missouri. He 
felt that by keeping a good display 
of standard merchandise before 
the general public a better tone 
would be maintained throughout 
the automotive business in his 
territory. Accordingly, he had 
three show windows equipped in 
the corner of his building and has 
kept them attractively dressed 
ever since, displaying nationally 
advertised accessories and pieces 
of equipment and changing the 
display frequently. 

Asked if such displays actually in- 
creased sales, Mr. Wiggins replied: | 
“There is no doubt about it. It has | 


helped keep business on a more even 
keel, and we’ve found it highly 
profitable to do that kind of work. | 
Our friendly competitors, who did | 
away with window displays upon | 
entering the wholesale field, have | 
come back to them.” 

In the marketing of replacement | 
parts and standard lines of merch- 
andise the artistically dressed win- 
dow has played an especially impor- | 
tant part, according to Mr. Wiggins. 
Recently one window of the Wig- | 

gins company was devoted to Badger 
tires in a Saint Patrick’s Day set- 
ting. The name Badger on the 
tires has been gone over with green | 
paint, and the black of the tires 
stands out in bold relief against a 
background of alternate green and 
yellow crepe paper streamers. An- 
other window features Johns-Man- 
ville products in a well balanced ar- | 
rangement against a sunburst design | 
in red and blue paper streamers. In | 
another is a display of shop equip- 
ment, while a fourth holds an elec- 
tric drill. 

That the windows of the Wig- 
gins company are attractive can 

be attested to by the fact that 
they have won prize after prize 
in national contests. Victor Dan- 
iels is the decorator. He was for- 
merly a sketch artist, and window 
decorating has come naturally to 
him. Mr. Daniels intimated that 
one secret of his success is that 
Mr. Wiggins does not stint him in 
the amount of paper or other 
merchandise required to make an 
attractive window. 

Nor does this company limit it- | 
self to window displays. On the| 

show room floor are cases of steel | 
and glass holding a variety of head- | 
lights, flash lights, oil cans, gaskets | 
and other accessories. A sample dis- | 
play of small hand tools, jacks and | 
service parts is kept well in sight. |

HE Shop Equipment Salesman’s 
Handbook, prepared by the 
Motor Equipment  Association’s 
Shop Equipment Committee, has 
this to say about jobber distribu- 
tion:— 

“After careful analysis the com- 
panies represented in the group 
conducting and attending the meet- 
ings and contributing to this pro- 
gram are convinced that the jobber 
| is the logical outlet for shop equip- 
ment, and that, therefore, the in- 
terest of jobbers and manufacturers 
is mutual, and that what affects 
either necessarily affects the other 
|in direct proportion. 
| “Statistics indicate that over 60 
| per cent. of the automotive market 
|is located in towns of 10,000 popu- 
| lation or less, and jobbers located 
{in all of the principal distributing 
| centers of the country offer the most 
|} economical and, in many instances, 
|the only economical method of 
| reaching these small town markets. 
| “Jobbers maintain contacts with 
| every retail automotive merchant in 
| the United States and do so with 
| calls usually made with two weeks’ 
| intervals. 
| “Jobbers maintain display sales- 
| rooms where dealers can see items, 
| often in operation, that otherwise 
| would be most difficult, if not im- 
possible, for the dealer to inspect. 
| “Jobbers, automotive inventories 
jin the United States run into hun- 
| dreds of millions of dollars. 
| “Jobbers are rendering a valuable 
| sree service to retailers, often 

making it possible for the dealer to 

purchase items that otherwise he 
| could not finance. 

| “Jobbers are geographically locat- 
|} ed so that the dealer is assured of 
| delivery and service within com- 
| paratively few hours. 

| “‘“Jobbers have the good will and 
|confidence of dealers throughout 
the United States, and confidence 
is often the basis upon which a 
dealer buys a piece of equipment, 
of which otherwise he might be 
skeptical. 

“Summarily, here is a thorough] 
Stabilized, completely poner | 
carefully built distributing outlet, 
functioning more economically and 
efficiently than any other distribu- 
tion system yet devised.”

Speed variation with a _ super-| 
charged engine. Normally an air-| 
plane engine is not operated 
through a very wide ranze of speeds. | 
However it is frequently desirable 
to operate for a period at speeds 
above normal. Any unsupercharged | 
aviation engine usually gives , its 
maximum power at a given speed 
with less power before and after. 
This is due to the fact that as the’ 
engine speed increases, the friction 
drop through carburetor, inlet pipes, | 
and inlet valves, increases so that 
there is a successively decreasing 
amount of charge. This of course 
decreases the torque and the power. 
If it were not for this additional 
friction loss at increased speed, the 
torque would be constant and the | 
power would increase directly with 
the speed. Actually the torque suc- 
cessively decreases so that the} 
power at first increases at a slower | 
rate than that due to speed in- 
crease, presently reaches the maxi- 
mum and thereafter decreases, in- 
stead of increases, due to speed. This 
possibility is completely eliminated 
with a geared supercharger.

lean toward excellent hill climbing 
ability, rapid acceleration, and of 
course it is generally conceded that 
car speeds are increasing. As this 
all comes back to a matter of horse 
power, we would answer “yes.” 

Although oil cooling devices are 
not absolutely necessary with well 
designed engines, we feel that they 
are certainly an advantage. 

At thé present time such devices 
mounted outside of the engine 
bring in the disadvantage of pos- 
sible leaks and loss of oil, without 
the driver's knowledge. Motors 
mounted flexibly, as they are today, 
make outside oil connections ®» 
doubtful proposition, especially 
where the oil cooler itself is not 
connected directly to the engine. 

Rubber is now so extensively used 
throughout the car éhat there are 
very few places left wherein it can 
be used.

of compression. To a first approxi- 
mation, the friction drop through 
carburetor, inlet pipes, and inlet 
valves would vary with the square 
of the rotative speed. The pressure 
rise produced by a geared super- 
charger also varies approximately | 
with the square of the rotative| 
speed. Hence at every speed the 
supercharger pressure rise will ex- | 
actly balance the friction drop and | 
there will be atmospheric pressure 
in the cylinders at all speeds. Such 
a supercharger will give exactly 
constant torque, and power varying 
directly with the speed, up to the 
limit at which it is safe to operate 
the engine. There would be no 
tendency to detonation in such an 
engine inasmuch as the compres- 
sion pressure would be constant at 
all speeds. Some of the super- 
charged engines now in commercial 
use with supercharger gear ratios 
of 7 and 8 to 1 closely approximate 
this condition. 

If a somewhat greater amount of 
supercharging is provided than that 
above assumed, then as the engine 
speed is increased the supercharger 
pressure will more than counter- 
balance the inlet friction, so that 
the cylinder pressure at the begin- 


ning of compression will succes- 
Sively increase with the speed. A 
limited amount of such _ excess 


supercharging will not give detona- 
tion inasmuch as the compression 
pressure at which detonation occurs 
increases With the speed. Such an 
amount of supercharging will give 
increase of torque with speed. A 
limited amount of this will give no 
difficulty. However, if further 
amounts of supercharging are at- 
tenypted, compression will increase 
to such an extent at the higher 
speeds as to cause detonation. If 
such an amount of supercharging is 
necessary, anti-knock compound 
must be added to the fuel. 

Conclusion: There is no doubt 
that there are a number of Satis- 
factory airplane engines’. with- 
out superchargers. However, the 
number of engines which are 
using superchargers and the rate at 
which this number is increasing is 
positive proof they give an im- 
portant advantage in connection 
with the four items mentioned at 
the beginning of this paper. Any 
good engine without a supercharger 
will be better with one.
